"The run-off primary law does not 


make specific provisions for the run- 
off where more than one candidate si 
to be elected, but the State Ctntral 
Committe attempted to make rules to 
clarify his siuation. 


"Under a rule of the committee, 


where more than one candidate is to 
be elected, twice as many names shall 
appear on the run-off ballot as there 
are vacancies, except where one can- 
didate receives a clear majority in the 
first elction. 


An Example 


"For example, there are 12 candi- 


dates for representative in Pulaski 
county. If no candidate receives a 
clear majority in the first election, 
the eight high candidates will parti- 
cipate in the run.off. If one candidate 
obtains a clear majority of the votes in 
the first election, then he is nominated 
and there wil be six names on thc 
run-off ballot, with thre to be nomi- 
nated. 


"If four should be running with two 


Ito be elected, and none received a ma- 
jority, then all four would ba candi- 
dates in the run-off. A plurality of 
votes may nominate in the run-off. 


"We are attempting to get these mat- 


ters as clear as possible in the minds 
of county committees and we will be 
glad to answer any questions before 
the election. 


Mr. Combs said he advised one coun. 


ty committee that the committee may 
take the ballots after they are counted 
and seal them and lock them in a 
safe place, so that the committe may 
use the same ballot boxes for the run- 
off. The integrity of the first election 
ballots must be preserved, he said.

O'Malley in the $20,000 robbery of the 
First National Bank of East Chicago.

his sensational carter was executed in 
his escape with only a wooden gun 
from the jail at Crown Point, Ind. 


March 30, 1934: Accompanied by his 


first lieutenant, John Hamilton, be 
shot his way out of a police trap in 
St. Paul taking with him his French. 
Indian inamorata, Evc-lyn Frrnchotto. 


April 7, 1934: Visited his father at 


Mooresville while being hunted over 
all the country. 


April 22, 1934: Federal agents sur. 


rounded him in the little Bohemi-m 
resort near Mercer, Wis., but he shot 
his way to freedom, a federal agent 
and a CWA employe being killed in 
the battle. 


May 1, 1933: Dillinger and three com- 


panions disarmed three policemen in 
Bcllwood and slugged one. 


May 15, 193-1: The Department of 


Justice offered 
:\ 515,000 reward for 


his capture, dead or alive. 


July 22, 1934: Shot dead by federal 


agents and Indianapolis police as he 
emerged from a neighborhood movie 
show on Chicigo's Northsidc. 


shot. 


The three convicts who were shot, 


all bank robbers and life termers.were 
mowed down by gunfire of guards as 
Hamilton, 
Thompson 
and 
Palmer 


scampered over the wall to two wait- 
ing automobiles. 


Whitey Walker was killed by the 


shots of guards whom the convicts 
engaged 
in battle. Charlie Frazier, 


the man who engineered the break, 
wns shot from the ladder with which 
he was scaling the wall, and was be- 
lieved wounded fatally. Roy John- 
son, 
third bank robber, was shot and 


hurt less seriously. 


H. E. George, the guard, was stun- 


ne'd momentarily .as a bullet creased 
li sscalp. He was not hurt seriously. 


The break occurred while the pris- 


m yard was almost deserted. All of- 
icials and guards not actually on 
duty, and practically all convicts,-were 
attending a ball game between the 
prison team and a Conroe team at the 
athletic field beside the walls. 


The escape was the first ever made 


'from the death house, which is locat- 
ed in the center of the .'prison. 
In: 


daring and cool execution, the 'break 
has no parallel in the annals of. the] 
penitentiary. 
. 


At '4:30 p. m. an inside guard, "L'ce 


'Braswell, approached the death house 
to feed the five inmates. Inside guards 
are not permitted to -carry weapons, 
as they come closely into contactwith 
the convicts,.and it would be possi- 
ble'for the latter on occasions to over- 
power-and disarm them. 


As Braswell approached the door, 


Frazier, crouched against the wall, 
stepped forward and thrsut the muz- 
zle of a .45 caliber revolver against his 
ribs. In his other hand the convict 
held another .45. 


Frazier marched Braswell into the 


death house, and compelled him to 
unlock the cells in which Hamilton, 
Palmer and Thompson 
were held. 


These convicted murderers came out, 
and rFazier handed Hamilton his ex- 
tra gun. Braswell was locked in Ham- 
ilton's cell.

PROPOSED CONSTITUTIONAL 
/ 


AMENDMENT NO. IS 


Referred to the People by the 
General Assembly In regular 
session Assembled, 1933. 


Be it resolved by the House of Rep- 


resentatives of the State of Arkansas 
and by the Senate of the State of Ar- 
kansas, a majority of all members 
elected to each House agreeing there- 
to:That the following is hereby pro- 
posed as an Amendment to the Con> 
stitution of the State of Arkansas, and, 
upon being submitted to the electors 
of the State for approval or rejection 
at the next general election for Sen- 
ators and Representatives, if a major- 
ity of the electors voting thereon, at 
such an election adopt such Amend- 
ment, the same shall become a part 
of the Constitution of the State of AT. 
kansas, to-wit: 


That Article 5 of the Constitution of 


the State of Arkansas be amended by 
adding thereto the following: 


SECTION 1. Not less than a major- 


ity of the memuert of each House oi 
the General Assembly may enact a 
law. 


SECTION n. None of the rates for 


property, excise, privilege or personal 
•axes, now levied shall be increased 
jy the General Assembly except after 
he approval of the qualified electors 
voting thereon at an election, or in 
case of an emergency, by the votes of 
hree-fourths of the members elected 
o each House of the General Assem- 
bly. 


SECTION III. Excepting monies 


raised or collected for educational 
jurposes, highway purposes, to pay 
Confederate pensions and the just 
lebts of the State, the General As- 
sembly is hereby prohibited from ap- 
Dropriating or expending more than 
tie sum of Two and One-half Million 


Dollars 
for all purposes, for any 


iennial period; provided 
the limit 


erein fixed may be exceeded by the 
oteg of three-fourths of the members 
lected to each House of the General 
Assembly. 


SECTION TV. In making appropria- 
ons for any biennial period, the Gen- 
ral Assembly shall first pass the Gen- 
ral Appropriation Bill provided for 
n Section 30 of Article 5 of the Con- 
stitution, and no other appropriation 


may be enacted before that shall 


lave been done. 


SECTION V. No expense shall be 


ncurred or authorized for 
either 


louse except by a bill duly passed 


both Houses and approved by the 


Governor. 


The provisions of the Constitution 
f the State of Arkansas in conflict 
with this Amendment are hereby re- 
>ealed insofar as they are in conflict 
erewith, and this Amendment shall 


self-executing and shall take and 


lave full effect immediately upon its 
doptioh by the electors of the State.
